Members of the Historical Society of 
Haddonfield will have an opportunity 
to hear a prominent archaeologist. Bar- 
bara A. Liggett on Tuesday. November 
l.'i, at the annual meeting which will be 
held at Friends Meeting Ilou e. Fake 
Street and Friends Avenue, at 25:00 I’M. 

Miss Liggett is a consultant. Historic 
Sites Arehaeolog) Department of Amer- 
ican Civilization. Lniversitv of Penn- 
sylvania and a consultant in Archaeol- 
ogy to the Philadelphia Historic 
Commission and the National Park Ser- 
vice. Currently, she is the leader of a 
team of urban archaeologists excavat- 
ing Colonial wells and privies in Head 
House Square. Earlier digs conducted 
at Franklin Court. Ith and Market 
Street :, have y ielded a rich collection of 
artifacts. These glass and ceramic 
shards are beautifullv displayed in an 
audio-visual exhibition at the First Bank 
of the Lniled States, did and Walnut 
Streets, now the visitors center of the 
Independence Hall area.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT 

The Committee on the Revision of 
By-laws submits the following proposed 
amendment to ARTICFE V BOARD 
OF TRUSTEES — Section I. In ert after 
the first sentence the following: Retir- 
ing presidents of the Society shall be 
non-elected members of the Board of 
Tru-tees with the right to vote and 
shall serve concurrently with the fifteen 
regularly elected Board members and 
without limit as to term. 


Section 1. would then read: The 

Board of Trustees shall consist of the 
officers, the Chairman or Representa- 
tives of the Woman’s Committee and 
fifteen Trustee-, at least three-fourths of 
whom shall be re idents of the State. 
Retiring presidents of the Society shall 
be non-elected members of the Board of 
Trustees with the right to vole and sha' 1 
serve concurrently with the fifteen regu- 
larly elected Board member , and with- 
out limit as to term. No Tru tee. except 
the Treasurer, shall be eligible to suc- 
ceed himself in office. The Treasurer 
shall serve no more than two consecu- 
tive terms.
